1) The IACUC approved an exception for cage height for 18 rabbits in a telemetry 
study. In order to receive an adequate electronic signal for data collection, the 
transmitters were mounted to the top center portion of the cage ceiling. This 
reduced the overall cage height from 15 inches to 13 Vi inches in the very center 
of the cage. The rabbits had ample space to move around the receiver, and 
adequate space to move about the cage and make normal postural adjustments. 

2) The IACUC approved an exception from the institutional exercise policy for dogs 
so that urine could be collected continuously from 3 dogs over a 4 day period.
